Winnipeg, October 22.—In a dis- 
patch tonight, the Ottawa correspond. 
ent of the Free Press says: 

“A. K. Macléan, M.P. for Halifax, 
will be sworn in as minister without 
portfolio in the new union government 
tomorrow morning. Thus will Nova 
Scotia Liberalistra be represented in 
the new cabinet. Mr. Maclean will 
not have the care of a department 
but will be made chairman of one ol 
the committees of cabinet, forecasted 
in the manifesto recently issued by 
Sir Robert Borden. *One committee 
is to consider straight war questions 
and the other domestic problems ris- 
ing out of the war. It is of the latter 
that Mr. Maclean will probably be 
made the chairman. ‘There is no sal- 
ary attached to a minister without 
portfolio, but it is believed an emolu- 
ment will be attached to the chair- 
manship in question.”

DAY OF ZEPPELINS | 
IS OVER: FAILED 
IN FRENCH RAID 


OUT OF EIGHT BRITISH RAIDERS 
FOUR ARE BROUGHT DOWN IN 
FRANCE; THE EVENT PROVED 
THE SUPERIORITY OF AIR- 
PLANES OVER THE SHIPS. 


was believed that the visit of the 
Zeppelin fleet to France yesterday 
was an independent move and the 
first step ‘to carrying out the threat 
made in a German wireless message 
which said it had been decided to 
destroy Paris in reprisal for French 
air raids on German towns, it now is 
generally belfeved that these eight 
Zeppelins, four of which were destroy- 
ed or captured, were returning from 
England and had lost their bearings 
owing to fog and probably had lost 
touch with their wireless communi- 
cations. 


The logbook of the Zeppelin which 
landed intact shows that she had been 
to England, and prisoners from three 
other airships confirm this. One of 
the men captured said it was the want 
of gasoline that forced the Zeppelin 
to descend. The raid is widely pro- 
claimed by the French observers as 
being definite proof of the superiority 
of the airplane over the Zeppelin. The 
day of the Zeppelin for bombardment, 
one expert said, is over. 


The sudden resumption of the use 
of the German dirigibles is explained 
by the theory that the raiding Zeppe- 
lins belong to a new type which lately 
had been reported to be in the course 
of construction at Lake Constance. 
No reports have yet been received 
that any damage was done by the Zep- 
pelins or that bombs were dropped 
anywhere in France. 


CREWS CAPTURED. 


Of the four Zeppelins lost two were 
destroyed and twe were forced to de- 
scend. The two disabled airships, un- 
der attacks by aviators and antli-air 
defense posts descended in the Saone 
valley and were forced to land in the 
neighbourhood of Sisteron, in Basses- 
Alps. The crews, after setting fire to 
‘the -, airships, : vattempted to nen ‘but 
‘were taken prisoners, | 


The first Zeppelin brought dows fell 
at Saint Clement, and not at Ramber- 
villers as was earlier reported. The 
Zeppelin was first seen at 6.20 o’clock 
a.m., travelling with two airships 
against a wind blowing ten or eleven 
miles an hour. An anti-aircraft post 
fired a volley and the Zeppelin rose 
with a bound. A second volley pier- 
ced the envelope and the airship, 
bursting into flames, took a vertical 
position and crashed down at 6.45 
o'clock. Five mangled corpses were 
found around the wreckage. The bod- 
jes of the other members of the crew 
remain buried in the smoking mass. 
No bombs were heard to explode. 


CAME DOWN INTACT. 


About 2.20 p.m. the Zeppelin L-49 
was forced by chaser planes to land 
near Bourbonne-les-Bains, intact. <A 
naval lieutenant and his pecond officer | 
and a crew of 27 men were made pris- 
oners. 

Somewhat later a third Zeppelin, the 
L-50, landed near Lammartiin, and two 
officers and 14 men, including two 
slightly wounded, debarked. The crew 
detached one car and destroyed it. 
The airship, thus lightened, then de- 
parted with four men aboard. One of 
the prisoners said this Zeppelin had 
left Oldenberg, on the North Sea, at 
2 o'clock Friday afternoon bound for 
London. It lost itself in a fog, and, 
being unable to reach its objective, 
started to return. 


An official note issued by the war 
office gives the following summary of 
the Zeppelin raid: 

“The first Zeppelin was brought 
down by artillery at Saint Clement. 
The second was forced by an aviator 
to land near Bourbonne-les-Bain. The 
third was forced down near Sisteron. 
The crew of four officers and fifteen 
men were taken prisoner after they 
had burned the airship. The fourth 
Zeppelin was brought down in the 
same region about 2 o’clock p.m. The 
fifth and sixth airships were reported 
passing above gap and were out of 
control. 

“The seventh landed at Montignay 
Lerol, debarked its wounded occupants, 
threw out ballast and then departed. 
It was chased by aviators in the di- 
rection of Fole and later was signalled 
together with the eighth Zeppelin as 
passing over Pentailler, making for 
Switzerland.” 


COMPLETE DISASTER. 


In its ‘comment, the Matin says the 
German aerial fleet experienced the 
most complete disaster it has ever 
met. Dawn was chosen for the at- 
tempt as the mist from the valleys 
favored concealment. The Zeppelin 
brought down at Bourbonne-les-Bain 
was compelled to land by five battle- 
planes. All the battleplanes came 
down at the same time and rushed the 
crew of the Zeppelin preventing the

Biggest Convention Ever Held i in Red Deer---Armouries 
- Filled With an Enthusiastic Audience---Victory in 
the Air---Both Parties Well Represented | 


The great convention of the union 
Win-the-War party composed of both 
political parties, held yesterday in the 
Armories was a great success.

R. L. Gaetz opened the proceedings by 
stating that this was one of the most 
historic events ever held in "Red 
Deer, when such a large crowd had 
met together, men of all parties and 
ranks to nominate a man to represent 
the Win-the-War party. He explained 
the preliminary steps taken to organ- 
ize this Wine-theWar party, after 
which he called on W. E. Payne to 
read a number of telegrams received: 

Hon. Arthur Sifton wired: ‘Mes- 
sage just received, too late to attend 
convention. Wishing you all possible 
success. Arthur L. Sifton.” 

Castor wired, signed by forty prom- 
inent citizens, wishing success to Dr. 
Clark and promising support. 

Other messages were also read ex- 
pressing regret at not being able to 
attend. 

DR. CLARK NOMINATED. 


The Chairman then called for nom- 
inations. 

J. F. Day moved the following reso- 
lution: - 


-" “That ‘this - Convention: composed of 


members of the two political parties 
now represented in the National Gov- 
ernment of Canada, desires to affirm 
its full adherence to the platform out- 
lined by the Premier, Sir Robert Bor- 
den, on Friday last, especially in re- 
gard to using every agency in the 
hands of the government to. carry 
Canada’s share in the great war to 
a successful issue. And this Con- 
vention would ask Dr. Clark, member 
for Red Deer in the last House, to 
accept the nomination of this repre- 
sentative gathering and those _ for 
whom it stands, as a Win-the-War 
Candidate for Red Deer riding in sup- 
port of the National Government, and 
pledges itself to do everything in its 
power to secure his return as its 
member.” 

F. W. Galbraith in seconding the 
resolution made a brief but eloquent 
address stating that he was standing 
behind Dr. Clark and that his heart 
was with the people on this great 
occasion and with the men who had so 
nobly stood behind their country and 
the principles for which all loyal peo- 
ple stand at the present time. 

The resolution was carried unani- 
mously by a standing vote and pro- 
longed hand clapping. 


DR. CLARK ACCEPTS. 


Dr. Clark accepted the nomination 
and said that only once in a lifetime 
can a man be honored as he had been 
that day. He thanked those present 
for the honor they had bestowed upon 
bin. 

Space forbids us giving any lengthy 
report of the able address of Dr. 
Clark, but he justified his non-party 
position by saying he still stands 
where Sir Wilfrid Laurier taught us 
to stand in the first war session. Sir 
Wilfrid said on that occasion: 

“Speaking for those who sit around 
me, speaking for the whole constitu- 
encies we represent in this house, | 
hasten to say that to all those meas- 
ures we are prepared to give immedi- 
ate assent, If in what has been done, 
or In what remains to be done, there 
will be anything which in our judg- 
ment sould not be done or should be 
differently done—we take no excep- 
tion, we offer no criticism, so long as 
there is danger at the front.”

FOGD CONTROLLER 
ABGLISHES ALL 
PACKAGE CEREALS 


Ottawa,, Oct. 22—In order to clim- 
inate the waste in packages of break- 
fast foods, cereals and cereal products 
an order-in-council has been passed, 
upon the recommendation of the food 
controller, prohibiting the sale, after 
a specified date, unless licensed, of 
such food in original packages of less 
weight than 20 pounds. In special 
cases the food controller may license 
the sale of smaller packages, if neces- 
sary in the interests of the public. 


"Manufacturers and wholesale dealers 
are given until November 1 to dispose 
of their stocks, but on and after that 
date they must not offer for sale in 
Canada, “any foods known as_ break- 
fasts foods which are the products of 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, rice, peus, 
beans buckwheat, Indian corn (maize) 
or lentils in original packages of less

In the case of retail dealers, the pro- 
hibition of sale is

The order-in-council requires that 
all the food enumerated shall be sold 
by the pound or ton, and shall be net 
weight to the purchaser. 

Violation of the regulation is made 
an offense, and the penalty provided 
is a fine of not less than $10, and not 
exceeding $500, or imprisonment for 
any term not exceeding six months, 
or both fine and imprisonment.

LONDON. Oct. 22.—The newspapers 
cake two divergent lines of criticism 
‘egarding the attack on the convoyed 
nerchantmen in the North Sea. Ac- 
sording to one view the incident was 
me that no foresight or vigilance 
‘ould avert and although regrettable 
‘nm every way cannot exercise any 
tecisive effort. 

On.the other hand some newspapers 
isk what has becothe of the British 
‘command ‘of the North Sea. One 
aewspaper comments as follows: 

“The occurrence is extremely dis- 
quieting. With the whole American 
aavy working in conjunction wit. ours 
ind with our patrol relieved of the 
cask of searching vessels comiag from- 
America, we ought to have an ample 
nargin of security against such mis- 
chances.” 

LONDON, Oct. 22.—The British de- 
stroyer Mary Rose, fought  single- 
handed against the German cruisers 
in the convoy action in the North Sea 
iccording to one story ascribed’ to a 
British officer rescued off Bergen and 
transmitted by the Christiania corres- 
2ondent of the Times. The other de- 
stroyer, which should have been pres- 
ant never appeared, and it is thought 
likely that it was destroyed at the be- 
sinning of the action. 

After fighting heroically for half- 
in-hour during which she was subject- 
ed to the most terrific concentric 
‘ire, the Mary Rose sank. Ten mem- 
bers of the crew were found clinging 
to buoys and rescued. 

The correspondent says that the 
reports of the butchery of the crews of 
the merchantmen pass description. 
Two women on one ship waved a 
niece of white cloth which was _ per- 
fectly visible. They were silenced by a 
volley from the German cruisers.

TOO MANY 
~MIDDLEMEN 


An excessive number of middle- 
men is the greatest obstacle to the re- 
duction of prices, and under present 
conditions the adoption of a drastic 
policy of arbitrary price-cutting 
would mean “temporary ruin to ev- 
ery city and town in the country,” 
according to a statement by Hon. W. 
J Hanna, food controller in an inter- 
view with the Canadian Press, Lim- 
ited. The statement was made fol- 
lowing the return of the food con- 
troller to Ottawa afer a study of the 
situation exending over a period of 


several weeks. Mr. Hanna has made 
personal inquiries in all parts of the 
Dominion and has just returned from 
Ottawa after a conference with Mr. 
Hoover at Washington. He stated 
that his policy was “to bring all the 
powers of the food controller against 
any producers or middlemen whom 
we find in our present investigations 
to be making an undue charge for his 
services—an unfair spread.” Mr. 
Hanna proposes to issue additional 
statements from time to time, dis- 
cussing phases of the economic situ- 
ation and the problem which he is 
trying to solve. He said in part:— 


The Governing Conditions 


“T must remind these Canadians, 
who are perhaps unaware of the facts 
that seven main factors may be said 
to govern the present prices of fond: 

“(1) The disproportion between 
demand and supply, consumption and 
production; food cannot’ be cheap 
while there is such a growing disvar- 
ity between the numbers of the pro- 
ducers and the number of consumers. 

“(2) Unrestrained competition be- 
tween great foreign buyers of fvod- 
stuffs in our markets. 

“(3) Unequal distribution of the 
available supplies: surplus prod‘ t- 
jon in one province being unayailable 
tor provinces inwhichthere ure short- 
ages. 

“(4) The fool speculator. 

“(5) The greedy middleman. 

“(6) The supernumerary unneces- 
sary and inefficient middleman. 

“(7)) The waster. 

“The first of these is a world condi- 
tion and can sciscey be affected by 
the efforts of cne food controver in a 
short space of time. ‘The second has 
veen corrected Ly tre creation of 
central buying officers for the en- 
tente powers. The third is being 
overcome by close co-operation with 
the railway companies. The fourth 
is vigilantly guarded against. The 
fifth is being checked as rapidly as 
our committees and staff can get cor- 
rect information as to the costs and 
devise remedies and penalties. The 
seventh, we are hoping to eliminate 
by appeal and by education. 

The unnecessary middleman. 


“But the sixth, the supernumary, 
unnecessary and inefficient middle- 
man, whose presence in the commun- 
ity is one of the most serious econom- 
ic wastes of the day, whose low stand- 
ards of efficiency set the standards of 
the whole community—is beyond any 
but the widest powers of the food con- 
troller. This one of the most serious 
aggravations of the high price situ- 
ation, cannot be removed without pre- 
cipitating disaster upon the whole 
country. 

“While the average consumer in 
our cities is giving vent to his resent- 
ment against the middleman in gener- 
al and against the big middlemen (the 
packing and distributing corporations 
for example) in particular, he over- 
Icoks two vital 41: 

“First, that he himself is probably 
a middleman of the least essential 
and least efficient sort, and depend- 
ent for his living upon the continu- 
ance of effete economic conditions 
and, second, that any government re- 
gulations tending by radical means to 
reduce the middleman's “spreac” or 
margin of profit tends to wipe out the 
unnecessary and inefficient middie- 
man and to make still richer the big 
middleman and his vsorporations. I 
do not say this is just. 1 only point 
out that so long ag it is true, the fecd 
controller cannot ‘cut prices,’ or ‘wipe 
out the middleman’ or ‘self gonls at 
cost.’ ”

TIME ELECTION BILI. 


Following are the salient features 
of War Time Elections Act: 
(1)—The franchise ,is extended to 


ces overseas. 

(2)—The Bill disqualifies, for the 
wartime election, those of alien enemy 
birth, or of other European birth and 
of alien enemy_mother tongue or na- 
tive language, who have been natural- 
ized in Canada since March 31, 1902. 

From this clause are exempted 
those of this class who have sons, 
grandsons, or brothers in the Over- 
seas forces. Armenians and Syrians 
known to be out of sympathy with 
Turkey are also excepted. 

(3)—AIl those exempted from mili- 
tary service by the Military Service 
Act which applies to certain Doukho- 
bors and Mennonites, are disqualified. 

(4)—All who have applied for and 
have not been refused exemption 
from combatant service in the war on 
conscientious grounds are disqualified 
Any person who votes in the war-time 
election shall not thereafter be en- 
titled to exemption on conscientious 
grounds. 

(5)—Any person who has been con- 
victed of an offence under the Mili- 
tary Service Act shall be disqualified 
from voting. : 

(6)—The provincial franchise is 
adopted in all the nine provinces. 
Heretofore Alberta and Saskatchewan 
as well as the Yukon have had Fed- 
eral lists. That is to say, anyone who 
is qualified to vote at a_ provincial 
election is qualified to vote at the 
Dominion election; women excepted. 
also men of enemy birth who were 
naturalised since March 31, 1902. 

(7)—In the provinces of British Col- 
umbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Mani. 
toba and Prince Edward Island, where 
the existing lists are such that they 
cannot be used, lists will be made 
by enumerators and electors whose 
names are omitted may “swear in” 
their votes on election day. Such 
votes are placed in a special envelope 
and on a recount, should it appear 
that there are enough votes placed 
in envelopes to affect the result, the 
right to vote is reviewed by a judge, 
and it {s admitted. The work of the 
enumerator is also subject to judicial 
revision. 

(8)—In the counties of Ontario and 
the provinces of Quebec, New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia, existing lists 
will be used, with the exception that 
the names of women eligible to vote 
will be added by enumerators who 
will also strike off the names of aliens 

(9)—In Ontario, in cities of over 
9,000, population sts will have to be 
made. The method adopted will be 
virtually the same as if it were done 
by provincial legislation.

TAKES INTERCEPTED GERMAN 
PRESS DISPATCH SERIOUSLY 
AND SAYS IT MUST NOT BE 
DISCOUNTED. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The great- 
est importance is attached in Wash- 
ington to the brief wireless press 
message picked’ up from Berlin by 
the British Admiralty, asserting that 
zyermany is expected shortly to de- 
slare the coasts of the United States, 
Canada and Cuba to be naval war 
sones, 

Past experience convinces officials 
1ere that wireless press messages of 
+his character previously picked up 
lave usually been followed by formal 
mnouncement of the Berlin govern- 
nent of the important hostile actions. 

Assuming that the brief but signi- 
leant news from Berlin is authentic. 
Mfficials here would not be surprised 
‘o hear soon of the appearance of 
3erman submarines operating off the 
Atlantic coast. 


WHAT IT WILL MEAN. 


Full confirmation of the Berlin 
varning will be interpreted as mean- 
ng that Grand Admiral von Tirpitz, 
vho retired from the head of the 
zerman navy department on March 
14, 1916, to be succeeded by Vice-Ad- 
niral von Capelle, whose resignation 
vas announced a few days ago, had 
twain taken the upper hand in Ger- 
nan admiralty matters. 

Von Capelle’s handling of the navy 
1as been considered ao failure and it 
1as been regarded as extremely sig- 
Uficant that immediately upon the 
1ews of von Capelle’s resignation 
von Tirpitz broke into print with a pre- 
liction of the final triumph of the sub- 
narine, and a statement that Germany 
‘8 not at the fateful hour of her exist- 
2nce. 

Close upon the heels of the von 
Cirpitz interview, word trickles 
through by wireless from Berlin that 
germany can be counted upon to de- 
slare shortly the American, Cuban, 
ind Canadian coasts blockaded. There 
zan be no discounting the importance 
0 these outcroppings. 


Britain’s War Bread 


London, England.—War bread as 
eaten at present in Britain gives fair- 
ly good satisfaction. It is not com- 
posed of the whole wheat berry, but 
of 80 per cent of the whole wheat 
berry mixed with barley, rice, pota- 
toes, beans and sometimes peanuts. 
Twenty per cent adulteration is com- 
pulsory and 50 per cent is permissible. 
Generally it is found that bakers are 
alive to the possibilities of competi- 
tion and adulterate their product only 
to the extent of the legal requirement. 

War bread varies in quality accord- 
ing to the skill, first, of the millers, 
and, second, of the bakers. Delicaté 
digestive assimilative powers often 
are distressed by the bread. In such 
cases where the opinion of the family 
physician is confirmed by that of a 
physician representing the ministry 
of food the persons involved are al- 
lowed to buy pure white bread. 


Raise Long Distance Hurdles. 

Not only professional but geograph- 
ical difficulties are put in the way of 
obtaining this. Just now the minis- 
try of food is proposing to divide the 
country into districts, with one auth- 
orised white flour baker in each dis- 
trict, none of these bakers being near- 
er than fifty miles to another. Thus 
persons requiring white flour must 
not only convince their own physician 
and the physician of the ministry of 
food that they actually need it, but 
must surmount the difficulties of pur- 
chase and transportation. 

The whole idea is to make it so 
troublesome to get white flour that 
only those who cannot digest and as- 
similate war bread will lay them- 
selves out to obtain it. The officials 
of the ministry of food do not pretend 
that the best part of the wheat berry 
does not make the best bread. They 
admit that {t does. Their position as 
food economists is that bread gener- 
ally satisfactory can be made from 
80 per cent. or less of the whole wheat 
berry mixed with other cereals. 


Thought It Would Kill Him. 

“My own digestion,” said W. P. 
Burton, an expert in the ministry of 
food, to me today, “has always been 
delicate. I fancied that war bread 
would kill me, but as a matter of fact 
after eating it exclusively for months 
my digestion is quite as good as ever. 
Personally I think that the best part 
of wheat mixed with the best part of 
barley makes better bread than does 
the whole wheat berry. The latter 
contains so much bran that it is liable 
to disturb any but the most vigorous 
digestions. The latter get a mechan- 
ical excretory benefit from the bran 
which saves them from the necessity 
of pills, ut weak digestions are so 
affected by the coarse particles of 
wheat that they cannot function prop- 
arly, and the result is neither proper 
digestion or proper excretion. 

It should be understood that the 
British war bread as now eaten is a 
different thing from the “standard 
loaf” as demanded by the bread re- 
formers who swept Britain with their 
agitation some years ago. The stand- 
ard loaf had the backing of many of 
the leading dietitians of the country. 
It was a loaf not adulterated as war 
bread is adulterated, but containing 
a larger proportion of the whole wheat 
berry than the pure white loaf con- 
tains.

SAILORS OF TEUTONIC 
ALLIES FIGHTING 
AMONG THEMSELVES 


BOTH SIDES LOSE 
. OFFICERS: 


TENSION BETWEEN THE CREWS 
BECAME SO. ALARMING THAT Ex- 
TRAORDINARY MEASURES WERE 
TAKEN TO PREVENT A RECUR- 
RENCE OF TROUBLE. 


AMSTERDAM, Oct. 18.—A mutiny 
among German sajlors at the Belgium 


port of Ostend, who refused to go on 
submarines, is reported by the Bel- 
gische Dagblad. The newspaper says 
an officer was thrown into the sea 
and that thirty mutineers were re- 
moved to Bruges. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Official 
diplomatic dispatches received here 
today report mutinies in the Austrian 
navy and clashes between Austrian 
sailors and crews of the German sub- 
marine fleet at Pola, in which officers 
on both sides have been killed and 
which resulted in a desire to change 
the base of the German fleet. 

Despite the attempts of the Austrian 
admiralty to suppress the news, it 
reached here today, coming by way of 
Berne. The Austrian crews are said 
to have revolted under ill-treatment 
of officers and bad food, while the 
clash with the German submarine 
crews was caused by the overbearing 
conduct of the latter. 


TENSION IS ALARMING. 


The despatches say the tension be- 
tween the Austrian and German crews 
became so alarming that extraordin- 
ary measures were taken to prevent 
any recurrence of the fighting be- 
tween them, which included the de- 
cision to remove the Germansubmarine 
flotilla from the Austrian base at 
Pola to a point further south on the 
Adriatic. The fighting between the 
two sets of crews is described as hav- 
ing been sanguinary. 

This news of mutiny in the Aus. 
trian navy received in the capital 
today almost at the same time as the 
Amsterdam despatches, reporting fur- 
ther mutinies in the German navy— 
this time among submarine crews, 
created a profound impression among 
American naval officers and among 
other officials who haye been watching 
the situation with expectation since 
the first mutiny in the German fleet 
was reported a few days ago. 


CAUSE OF TROUBLE. 


The first signs of mutinies in the 
German fleet were regarded as most 
significant since, unlike the army, it 
has endured little of the hardship of 
campaigning. Despatches from abroad 
however, confirm the opinion of Amer- 
ican naval officers that it probably 
was due in part at least to the draft- 
ing of seamen for submarine crews, 


a service which has come to hold 


cause of the inscrutable British policy 
of never ‘inaking any announcement 
whatever of the fate of captured ‘or 
lost crews of the German submarines. 
This suspense as to the fate of their 
comrades who go out never to be 
heard of again was expected to under- 
mine the morale of the navy. 
Clashes between German and Aus- 
trian crews are regarded in naval cir- 
cles here as adding much significance 
to the situation particularly when 
considered in the light of the extreme 
situation of Austria, whose fighting 
forces are at the point of exhaustion

CANADA LEADS THE WORLD. 


The efforts of the Canadian gov- 
ernment through the Military Hospit- 
als Commission on behalf of the re- 
turned soldiers is receiving recogni- 
tion in other countries. For instance 
in the House of Representatives at 
Washington the Honorable Simeon 
D. Fees,on September 18, 1917, in the 
course of a speech on the Soldiers’ 
Insurance Bill urged that the United 
States should adopt methods of re- 
education for their returned soldiers 
similar to those which have heen sc 
successfully employed in Canada. In 
describing at some length what had 
been done in Canada he said: “As is 
well known, Canada has accomplished 
more in the field of re-education of the 
mutilated suldier than any othe: 
country.”

WHO CAUSED THE ELECTION. 


Some Liberal writers allege that a 
winter election was decided upon by 
the government with the object of 
making it impossible for Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier to take an active part in it, 
or perhaps killing him if he does. A 
silly enough story, but deserving ot 
some attention. 

There would have been no election 
at all were it not for Sir Wilfrid. 
Yielding tv his Quebec followers who 
wanted an electiqn on the conscrip 
tion issue he refused an extension of 
the parliamentary term. 

That meant certain legislation with 
respect to a wartime election, which 
had to be put through with the aid of 
closure. Sir Wilfrid never attempted 
to facilitate business in the House. 
Indeed many of his friends believe he 
is lonely when the House is not sit- 
ting, and consequently does not mind 
how long the session lasts. 

If he had foreseen present condi- 
tions there would have been no elec- 
tion. He forced an election because 
he thought he could win with a solid 
French and alien vote. The props 
have been knocked from under him, 
and he would gladly agree for an ex- 
tension of the term were it not now 
too late. 


CONCERNING POLITICS. 


“L'Autorite, a Liberal newspaper 
published in Montreal, in a special 
from Ottawa, says: There is certainly 
astonishment in military circles in 
witnessing the docility with which 
the Province of Quebec accepts the 
military bill. In fact, those 
who predicted civil war in that prov- 
ince are no more considered at the 
present time than are the politicians 
in search of popularity, and in fact, 
the time is very far back when people 
in Uttawa were seriously believing 
that a soldier would not be able to 
appear on the streets of Montreal 
without being armed to the teeth. 
Once mere French Canadians have 
demonstrated the fact that they are 
so many little lambs, and as for the 
politicians who placed at the 
head of their electoral program, ‘Re- 
peal of the Conscription Law," they 
are looked upon as so many fools, en- 
deavouring to deceive the electorate 
With the appointment of ten new 
senators which the Conservative party 
has a right to bring about, they will 
have a majority of twenty votes in the 
Senate, and even if the Liberals were 
to come to power, their majority in 
the Flouse of Commons would always 
be blocked in the Upper House, mak- 
ing a repeal of the conscription law 
absolutely impossible.”

HUGE TRADE INCREASE. 


In a statement recently prepared 
by the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce some striking evidence is given 
regarding the growth of Canada's for- 
eign trade since 1911. For the twelve 
months ended August 31, 1911, the 
total imports of merchandise amount- 
ed to $474,321,785, while the total ex- 
ports were $293,772,274, making an 
adverse trade balance of about 
£180,000,000. For the same period of 
1916-17 the total imports of merchand- 
ise were $997,163,781 and exports 
$1,896,502,475. Thus under the’ im- 
pulse of theS8v shrdlu cmfwy shrdl sh 
pulse given to trade expansion by ‘the 
Borden Government an adverse trade 
balance of $180,000,000 in 1911 has 
been turned into a favorable balance 
af $399,338,604 in W17. These facts 
are significant, and indicate clearly 
that while political croakers have 
been wasting words on pettifogging 
criticisms the Government has gone 
steadily ahead giving close attention 
to the problems of the day encourag- 
ing industrial and patriotic effort to 
the end that Canada should not fail 
in the great task to which she has set 
her hand.

UNION GOVERNMENT 
APPLY STANDARD OF 
MERIT IN GIVIL 

SERVICE REFORM 


PRECEDENT WILL BE GIVEN TO 
RETURNED SOLDIERS WHO ARE 
DULY QUALIFIED —PATRONAGE 
SYSTEM TO BE ABOLISHED—PRE- 
MIER BORDEN MAKES DECLARA- 
TION OF POLICY OF WIN-THE- 
WAR CONTROL. 


OTTAWA Oct. 19.—After consulta- 
tion with his colleagues, the prime 
minister has issued the _ following 


statement with regard to the forma- 
tlon and personnel of the new gov- 
arnment and with respect to policy 
30 far as there has been opportunity 
to consider it: 

“The present union or national gov- 
2rnment has been formed with a de- 
sire to give representation to all ele- 
nents of the population who support 
the purpose and effort of Canada in 
this war. Representative men _ of 
both political parties are included in 
its personnel; afid it is intended forth- 
with to give to labor special repre- 
sentation upon the principle already 
followed with regard to agriculture. 
Impressed by the urgent necessity 
of putting aside all minor considera- 
tions, of sinking all party differences, 
and of presenting a united front at 
this solemn and momentous junct- 
ure in the nation’s history, the mem- 
bers of the government have come 
together in the duty of service to the 
national interest. 


PROSECUTE THE WAR. 


“The lines of policy which will be 
followed are chiefly relative to the 
prosecution of the war and to the 
zonsideration and solution of prob- 
lems which will arise during its pro- 
gress or which will supervene upon 
the conclusion of peace. They may 
be outlined as follows: 

“1—The vigorous prosecution of the 
war, the maintenance of Canada’s 
effort by the provision of necessary 
ceinforcements, the immediate en- 
torcement of the Military Service Act 
and the most thorough co-operation 
with the governments of the United 
Kingdom and of the other dominions 
in all matters relating to the war. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


“2—Civil service reform with a view 
to extending the principle of the pre- 
sent civil service act to the outside 
service, and thus to abolish patronage 
ind to make appointments to the pub- 
ic service upon the sole standard of 
nerit. The civil service commission 
yas already been directed to make a 
‘eport to the prime minister as to the 
iecessary steps for that purpose. Such 
irrangements will be subject to the 
2xisting regulations, which give pre- 
‘erence in appointments to returned 
soldiers who are duly qualified. 


EXTENSION OF FRANCHISE. 


“3—The extension of the franchise 
‘o women with suitable provisions for 
anabling married women to determine 
their nationality and to obtain natur- 
ilization notwithstanding marriage. 

“4—Adequate taxation of war pro- 
fits and increased taxation of in- 
comes, as necessitated by the contin- 
aance of the war. 

“5—A strong and progressive policy 
of immigration and colonization, ac- 
companied by suitable provisions to 
induce settlement upon the land, to 
encourage increased agricultural pro- 
duction and to aid in the development 
of agricultural resources. 

“6—Effective arrangements for de- 
mobilization for the care and voca- 
tional training of thereturned soldiers, 
for assistance in enabling them to 
3ettle upon the land and for adequate 
pensions to those who have been dis- 
abled and to the dependents of those 
who have fallen. 


TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 


“7—The development of transporta- 
tion facilities; the co-operative man- 
agement of the various railway sys- 
tems so as to ensure economism in 
operation to avoid unnecessary con- 
struction and to secure the widest and 
most effective use of existing railway 
facilities, the encouragement and de- 
velopment of the shipbuilding industry 
and the establishment of steamship 
lines upon both oceans and the great 
lakes; co-operation with the various 
provincial governments for the im- 
provement of highways; the investi- 
gation of the possibilities of air ser- 
vice for important naval purposes. 

“8—The reduction of public expen- 
diture, the avoidance of waste and 
the encouragement of thrift. 

‘“‘9—Effective measures to prevent 
excessive profits, to prohibit hoarding 
and to prevent combinations for the 
increase of prices and thus to reduce 
the cost of living. 

“10—The encouragement of co-oper- 
ation among those engaged in produc- 
tion, with a view to diminishing the 
cost of producing and marketing, so 
that the price paid to the producer 
may conform more closely with that 
paid by the consumer. 


DEVELOPMENT OF RESOURCES. 


“11—The general development of all 
the varied resources of Canada, and 
their conservation and utilization to 
the best advantage of the people with 
the cooperation and assistance of the 
state in every reasonable way for that 
purpose. 

“12—Adequate consideration of the 
needs of the industrial population; 
the maintenance of good relations be- 
tween employers and employed, and 


such conditions sf employment as will! 
assure guitable standards of living 
among the laboring classes.” 


The policy ‘of ‘the government will 


also aim at a truer understanding 


and comprehension between the var-| 
fous communities both east and west, 
and the development of a national 
spirit of united effort amoung our peo- 
ple as the trustees of a great heritage. 
For the: purpose of effectively car- 
rying out- these policies the following 
methods have Been determined: 


NEW POLICIES. 


1—A new portfolio—that of immi- 
gration and colonization has been 
established. | 

2—For the effective prosecution of | 
the war, a prmanent committee of the 
zabinet will be established. 

38—For the purpose of considering | 
and carrying out the other lines of 
dolicy above mentioned, another per- 
MNanent committee of the cabinet will 
also be constituted. 

The orders-in-council establishing 
these committees have been prepared 
and as soon as they are approve 
His Excellency the governor general 
‘hey will be given to the press for 
dublication.

CASTOR MUST PAY. 
DAMAGES FOR AN 
ILLEGAL SEIZURE 


JUDGMENT IN TAX COLLECTION 
CASE GIVEN IN SUPREME 
COURT, 


Mr. Justice Hyndman has found 

that the Royal Trust Company, trus- 
tees for the bondholders of the Cal- 
gary Brewing and Malting Company, 
is entitled to damages for an illegal 
seizure of the contents of the National 
Hotel at Castor, the amount to be as- 
certained by a reference to the clerk 
of the court. 
- Th Royal Trust Company, trustees 
for the bondholders of the Calgary 
Brewing and Malting Company, Lim- 
ited, sued the town of Castor for 
322,000 damages for illegal seizure. 
Carl Stettler executed a mortgage 
sovering the goods and chattels in 
he National hotel, Castor, in favor 
wf, the Royal Trust Company for the 
tum of $15,500. 


ISSUED WARRANT. 


On October 11, 1916, the plaintiff 
‘company issued a warrant to the 
‘heriff of Stettler authorizing him to 
seize the goods and chattels secured 
vy the said mortgage. On the after- 
1oon of the same day the town of 
Sastor seized the said goods for ar- 
‘ears of tftxes owing by Carl Stettler 
n respect of the hotel property and 
ither lands. The plaintiff company 
endered to the town the full amount 
f the taxes owing against the lots 
tpon which the hotel is situated, 
vhich tender was refused, the town 
nsisting on payment in full of ‘its 
‘laim in respect of all the taxes ow- 
ng by Stettler. 

Notwithstanding the objection of 
he plaintiff the town sold the said 
soods and chattels. The plaintiff 
hereupon sued the town for damages 
or illegal seizure and sale. : 


The town contended that it was en- 
itled to seize the goods covered by 
he mortgage for any taxes other than 
hose due in respect of the lands on 
vhich the hotel was situated. This 
»oint was argued before Mr. Justice 
scott who held that ifthe chattel mort- 
sage referred to was valid the town 
vas not entitled to seize and sell the 
soods for the purpose of satisfying 
axes due by Stettler in respect to 
other lands. 


RAISED OBJECTION. 

The town at the. trial before Mr. 
sustice Hyndman raised the following 
sbjections to the chattel mortgage: 

1—That the consideration for the 
nortgage was not truly expressed. 

2—That the mortgage had not been 
luly renewed. 

3—That the mortgage does not cog, 
ain a suflicient description of the 
chattels. 

4—That the affidavit of bona fides 
n the mortgage did not state that the 
nortgagor was justly and truly in- 
.ebted to the mortgagee in question.

Germans: In Posses- 

sion of Island 
The Germans are entirely in poss- 
ession of the Island of Oesel, at the 
head of the Gulf of Riga, and the 
Russjan forces still there are cut off 
from communication with Petrograd. 
Small naval engagements continue in 
adjacent waters, and German aircraft 
are carrying out reconnoissances over 
the islands in the Gulf of Riga and 
over the mainland to the east. Pernau: 
an important gulf port north of Riga, 
and due west of Oesel Island, has been 
bombed by German naval airplanes. 
The Berlin war office announces that 
large quantities of booty were cap- 
tured on Oesel, and that more than 
1,100 prisoners were taken by _ the 
Germans Wednesday. On the main- 
land to the south of Riga there has 
been considerable activity on the part 
of the Germans, who at one point en- 
deavored to throw pontoon: bridges 
over the Dwina river. Russian artil- 
lery, however, prevented the bridging 
of the stream. . 

There have only been bombard- 
ments on the southern front in France 
and in the Austro-Italian theatre, 
where, from the Isonzo front to the 
sea the Austrians are heavily shelling 
the Italians. There has been a not- 
ticeable return of bombing operations 
by the British airmen in Belgium and 
across the line in Germany, and by 
the Germans against the French posi- 
tions. British aviators have dropped 
tons of bombs on Bruges and also have 
loosed explosives on a factory in Ger- 
many while the Germans have bombed 
Nancy and Dunkirk, at the former 
place killing 10 persons and wound- 
ing 40. 

German submarines or mines last 
week were responsible for the sink- 
ing of 12 Briitsh merchantmen of 
more than 1,600 tons, one under this 
tonnage and one fishing vessel. 

The Italian Parliament has just 
convened and probably will discuss 
in secret session rioting which occur- 
red in Turin in August as a result of 
food shortage, and political discontent 
and also the general food crisis there.

The perusal of “Letters from the 
Front” in the News has a_ special 
pleasure for me, as in that way only 


am I able to get news of other Red 
Deer boys, owing to the fact that my 
unit has been detached from the Can- 
adian corps since December last. 

Some of them prove exhilarating, 
some amusing, and some—I was go- 
ing to say enraging, but there is more 
of sorrow than anger in the feelings 
aroused. 

Of course, no soldier, in depicting 
as much as he is allowed by the cen- 
sorship regulations of the scenes and 
trials of “Canada at War" is expected 
to adhere strictly to the truth, but | 
am sorry to note that some, in the 
endeavor, I presume, to arouse public 
feeling against any future war, do 
somewhat overswing the hammer. 

I am quite sure that in so doing 
they overlook the fact that while the 
spirit of their letter may be gratify- 
ing to the recipient, certain parts may 
cause a good deal of anxiety to others 
who have given dear ones to the 
Great Adventure. 

The “Letters from the Front” 
which has induced me to break my 
resolution not to break into print over 
this uproar was pluced alongside the 
fine effort of E.G. Johns on Dr. Clark's 
probable retirement, to which I turned 
whilst I simmered down. 

This letter—written by a “Son of 
England” too—told how people in 
London “thought it great fun to stand 
outside a railway station and watch 
the wounded coming off the train, 
some of them even laughing at a 
wounded Tommy struggling along.” 

Now, sir, that’s u lie! 

I am thankful to say that, so far, 
I have escaped wounds, but I also, 
while on leave--yeurs ago tat seem: 
too—watched wounded Tommies ar- 
riving at Caring Cross, and watch- 
ec’ the people who stopped to rece 
tens. 

I am proud to say that — saw noth 
ing but a kind and sympcthetie bear: 
ing and a cheery welcome given, and 
very apparently recognized. I can 
quite imagine that there may be Red 
Deer folks who are being advised 
every day of relatives wounded, and 
that they may be apprehensive oil 
their treatment on arrival in ‘Blighty’ 
after reading such a statement. 


Such people I would refer to Rube |* 


Gee, Lou Nurcombe, Chas. McBride 
to mention only a few who have been 
returned—good luck to them—whom, 
I am sure, will be able to give them a 
heartening account of things as they 
are. 

Things are going on alright here, 
and will do, as long as people do not 
lose sight of the fact that the Empire 
is up against the biggest proposition 
that has happened yet. 

Get busy with conscription, with a 
sane system of exemptions, so that 
the Canadian corps can go ahead, do- 
ing the magnificent work which their 
records show since the Somme and be- 
fore, for men are needed and will be 
needed more as the final and hardest 
period of the game progresses. 

Pardon me for taking up so much of 
your space and being so much after 
the date of the issue in which the let- 
ter appeared. Our mail is not just 
as fast as In pre-war days.

LETTERS FROM THE |ARRANGEMENTS FOR 


TAKING THE OVER- 
__ SEAS VOTE 


MAJOR PURNEY, CLERK IN CHAN- 
CERY GOING TO ENGLAND. 


OTTAWA, Oct. 17.—Major Purney, 
overseas clerk of the crown in chan- 


cery, is making final arrangements in 
Ottawa before leaving for England. 
There he will take in hand the work 
of providing for the taking of votes 
of all Canadian soldiers overseas -in 
the coming elections. Presiding offi- 
cers have to be chosen, ballot papers 
printed and a score of details arrang- 
ed in connection with the taking and 
counting of the overseas vote. 

Difficulties in the allocation of the 
naval and military vote, both in Can- 
ada and overseas, have necessitated 
special provisions. The problem has 
been how to determine the constitu- 
ency to which the vote shall go in the 
event of the voter not designating any 
candidate by name. 


GENERAuw RULES. 

The general rules on which the 
military vote will be taken are: 

1. If the elector can indicate the 
name of the electoral district in which 
he last continuously resided for at 
least four months of the twelve 
months preceding his enlisting cr ap- 
pointnent his vote goes to that elec- 
toral district. 

2. If he cannot name any electoral 
istrict, but can name a place within 
an electoral district at which he resid- 
ed for the period mentioned, his vote 
will be applied to the electoral dis- 
trict in which the place is situated. 

3 If he cannot specify an electoral 
district or place of residence during 
the time indicated, but can specify 
with sufiicient clearness an electoral 
district in which he has resided at 
any other time his vote will go to the 
constituency specified. 

4. If by reason of nonresidence in 
Canada, or any other reason, the elec- 
tor is unable to indicate any particu- 
lar constituency or place, then he may 
stipulate to which electoral district he 
wishes to have his vote applied. 


RETURNED SOLDIERS. 

Returned soldiers or other naval 
or military electors who, if they were 
on active service, would be entitled 
to vote at naval or military polls may 
vote as civilians in Canada, even 
though their names are not on the 
voters’ Hst. Production of the dis- 
charge certificate will be necessary 
In the case of a soldier or sailor or 
equivalent document in the case of an 
officer. 

A further unusual feature will mark 
the coming elections. Each candi- 
date, to secure military votes, must 
be “recognised” by the leader of his 
party. The recognition will be by the 
prime minister; in the case of the op- 
position by the leader of the opposi- 
tion; in the case of any independent 
or labor party by the recognised lead- 
er of such party. “Recognition” must 
be made within five days after nomin- 
ation day, and the names of the “re- 
cognised" candidates must be pub- 
lished in the Canada Gazette. The 
Canada Gazett? will thus indicate the 
precise party standing for every can- 
didate.

WAR PRICES — 


The prices of food, fuel and other 


necessaries have risen constantly 
since the year 1913, except during 
very brief periods. The year 1916 


witnessed the most pronounced and 
consistent increases. The causes are 
summed up by the Department of 
Labor, Ottawa, in {ts latest bulletin: 

“The short crops all over the world 
in 1916, the increasing scarcity of coal 
the exhaustion of supplies of raw mat- 


erials, .with increasing consumption 
for military needs, all tended to bring 
about a condition of scarcity and un- 
der production, especially of the 
necessities of life. The greatest pre- 
cautions were taken by governments, 
and trading organizations under their 
control, to safeguard supplies, to econ- 
omize consumption, to facilitate trans- 
portation and other means of distri- 
bution, and to stimulate furter pro- 
duction in order that stocks might not 
be exhausted before new _ supplies 
would be available.” 

In all countries, save only Australia 
and New Zealand, 1916 prices tended 
upward. Recessions in price in these 
two countries were caused by diffi- 
culties in transporting their surplus 
crops to the European market. Early 
in 1916 prices had more than doubled 
in Germany and Austria: By July, 
1916, they had doubled in Great Brit- 
ain, while in Canada, the rise was only 
{4 per cent. up to July, 1916, but had 
reached 60 per cent eleven months 
later. 


Advances in commodity prices of 


from 40 per cent. to 60 per cent were 
recorded during the Napoleonic and 
succeeding wars. The United States 
civil war multiplied prices by two and 
a half. Present prices, therefore, are 


not unprecedented, but they are cer- 
tainly more universal than ever be- 
tore. . 

In reference to Canadian retail pri- 
ces the point of public interest is 
that excepting New Zealand and the 
United States the increase of prices 
here has been much less than else- 
where. Bread and flour were almost 
as low in the summer of 1916 as be 
fore the war. But by May, 1917, both 
had gone up almost 100 per cent. The 
scarcity of potatoes made this vege- 
table inordinately costly. Beans, also 
were quoted at the unheard of figure 
of twenty cents per pound retail. 
~The advances in meat, pork and ba- 
con, however, were not so pronounced 
Other staples rose and fell, never, 
however, reaching normally low pri- 
ces. The weekly family budget as 
compiled by the Department of Labor 
was $7.42 at the beginning of the 
war; $7.80 in July 1915; $8.46 in July 
1916; and $11.62 in July, 1917. The 
budget is based upon current prices 
of twenty nine foods and in data col- 
jected upon sixty cities and is a re 
liable index of the retail price move 
ment. 

Changes of price levels in the Uni- 
ted States were slower until this year. 
The latest available official retail pri- 
ces in both countries are given here 
with. Those for Canada are compiled 
from returns from sixty cities; those 
for the United States from forty-five 
cities.

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LAURIER MISSED GREAT 
OPPORTUNITY TO 
SETTLE QUESTION 


HAD GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY TC 
UNITE BOTH RACES; SAID TO 
HAVE COMMITTED A CRIME 

IN NOT GRASPING THE oP- 

PORTUNITY. 

Quebec, Oct. 22.—In an_ interview 
here on Sunday, Hon Albert Sevigny 
minister of inland revenue, affirmed 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier committed 2 
crime in refusing to unite the twc 
great races that live in Canada. By 
his attitude and that of his members 
who wanted to save their skins and 
not their honor, the French-Canadians 
who were a brave people, had been 
made to appear a race of cowards, he 
said. 

If Laurier had accepted union there 
would have been prompt settlement o1 
the Ontario and Manitoba difficulties. 

“Instead of rising to the height ot 
the situation,” said Mr. Sevigny “Sir 
ilfrid Laurier gave the weight of his 
prestige and his influence to the 
Montreal dynamiters, to the Quebec 
window smashers, and to the oppor: 
tunists of this province.” 

As a result of his attitude, the Que 
bec minister said, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
now found himself abandoned by the 
best men of his party, and the French 
Canadian people were humiliated and 
demoralised. 

SCORES LIBERALS. 

Mr. Sevigny roundly scored the Lib- 
erals and the Nationalists in this pro- 
vince for the manner in which they 
have poisoned public opinion and 
worked up racial hatred. If the people 
in Quebec had not been misled by 
demagogues they would have shown 
all along how numerous in this pro- 
vince are heroes such as those of the 
22nd battalion, he declared, and he ex- 
pressed every confidence that common 
sense will eventually prevail and this 
province would do her part nobly, re- 
gardless of the sacrifice demanded of 
her.
